After years of study 
and 
planning, it a p p e a rs Rush 
County is going to have a new 
jail. In their month-end meeting 
Monday, 
the County 
Com­ 
missioners authorized County 
Auditor Darrell Ronan to ad­ 
vertise for bids for the new 
structure, which is planned to be 
ere c ted on county property 
south of the courthouse. 
According to the legal ad­ 
vertisement, sealed bids will be 
received 
until 
10:30 
a m . 
Tuesday, August 28 in the office 
of the auditor’s office. 
Separate bids will be received 
for 
g en eral 
construction, 


m e c h a n ic a l 
c o n s tr u c tio n , 
electrical construction, security 
equipm ent, 
and 
kitchen 
equipment. 
Lowry, Okey and Associates, 
Indianapolis, are the architects 
for the new building, and have 
pre p a re d specifications for 
bidding. 
Costs and Payments 
It is estimated the building 
will cost $742,000 to $765,000, 
based 
on 
the 
a rc h ite c t's 
estimate of $63 to $65 per square 
foot building cost. 
At present time, it is stated 
there will be money from three 
sources 
a v a ila b le 
for 
the 
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building: 
Federal 
revenue 
sh a rin g , 
an 
accum ulative 
building fund, and bond issue. 
The 
accumulative 
building 
fund has been in effect since 
1972, and runs for five years. It 


is 12 cents per hundred dollars 
on property evaluation.

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New Fighting 
In Detroit 


DETROIT (UPI) — Police 
and roving bands of blacks 
clashed again Tuesday night in 
a west side Detroit neighbor­ 
hood where the fatal shooting of 
a teen-ager by a white bar 
owner had triggered looting, 
burning and street clashes 24 
hours earlier. 
Several business places re­ 
portedly were fire bombed and 
scores of windows were sm a­ 
shed. 
Crowds rained bottles, rocks 
and bits of concrete onto police, 
who retaliated with tear gas. At 
one 
point, 
tear 
gas 
fumes 
permeated an area stretching 
seven blocks. 
Police using bullhorns warned 
gangs to get off the streets — 
then moved in to arrest persons 
ignoring the order. 
Gangs looted in some areas, 
smashing windows and fleeing 
with 
items 
ranging 
from 


barbecued chickens to sports 
jackets. 
There were no reports of 
injuries, 
but 
witnesses 
said 
several policemen were struck 
by bottles. 
A 
civilian 
police 
commis­ 
sioner, Mrs. Susan Cooper, was 
hit by a bottle earlier as she 
toured the area to appeal for 
calm. She was not seriously 
injured. 
Mayor Coleman Young, the 
city’s first black mayor, also 
failed to persuade crowds to go 
home. He was jeered. 
The violence late Monday and 
early Tuesday left one dead 
and at least IO injured. Police 
said they arrested 63 persons in 
the disturbances. 
Hundreds of riot-ready police, 
some called back to duty from 
vacation and days off, ringed 
the 12-block area where the 
unrest centered

the night of the incident was 
admitted into evidence 
At the request of Dobbins, the 
taped statement was played in 
open court. In the statement, 
Bean admitted performing the 
hold-up of the 
White 
Flash 
service station at McCordsville 
He also admitted walking th** 
two men at the station down th*’ 
road at a point where they 
crossed a fence and went into a 
field. In the statement. Bean 
said that he left the station with 
the men because his two friends 
had failed to arrive and pick 
him up. He said that he walked 
down the road with the idea that 
his friends would come by and 
pick him up. 
In the taped statement, Bean 
said that when they reached the 
fence, 
he 
stum bled 
after 
crossing, 
and the

lunged at him. In his statement, 
Bean said he fired in self-

Hartke, a m em ber of the Senate F in ance Committee, 
said he and tw o other senators have introduced a bill to 
require the U .S. to have raised figures on the four 
corners of paper m oney printed after next Jan. I. 
“Such [japer m oney has often been called ‘Braille’ 
money in that our blind friends will be enabled by such 
action to feel the denomination of their paper currency,” 
Hartke said.

The deaths increased the 1975 road toll to at least 603, 
compared with 629 a year ago today. 
Mary J. Hutton, 77. and Em m a B. Tucker, 65, both of 
near Gaston, died in the fiery wreck and Mrs. Hutton’s 
granddaughter, Pam ela Clevenger, 5, of near Gaston, 
was injured and hospitalized 
Truck driver Donald 
Hasty, 24, M arion, w as treated for shock. 
Authorities said the car in which the w om en and girl 
were riding pulled into the path of the truck at the 
intersection of Indiana 9 and Indiana 26 about seven 
miles south of Marion. 


Wisconsin People Pay Most Taxes

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STILL SELF-EVIDENT 
Not many Americans could recite the Declaration of 
Independence if called upon to do so. Not should they be 
expected to, for it speaks of many things that are so much 
dead history. 
But it must be a rare person who has not made its 
salient phrases a permanent part of his memory: “We 
hold these truths to be self-evident—all men are created 
equal—endowed by their Creator with certain inalienable 
rights—life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness.” 
The bulk of the Declaration, all the many “ he h as’s” 
listing the numberous grievances the colonies had against 
George III,holds little interest for us today. It was not that 
way in the beginning, though, as Donald Barr Chidsey 
reminded us a few years ago in a fascinating book about 
the document. “July 4, 1776.” 
When the Declaration was first published, he wrote, and 
for some years afterward, the opening paragraphs caused 
little comment one way or the other. Philosophy was the 
fashion in 1776 and it was taken for granted that there 
would be a flowery and a high-principled apologia before 
the real argument was gottento. 
“The colonists were interested in more immediate 
m atters. Philosophy was for the intellectual, an ap­ 
propriate decoration but in itself without significance. 
The men on the street, or in the field, wanted sterner stuff, 
noisier, a specific hammer-and tongs attack upon an 
actual physical being, namely King George.” 
Today, it is just the opposite. We couldn’t care less 
about this section of the Declaration We are no longer 
angry at King George It is the philosophical introduction, 
as Chidsey noted, that the world has come to love. Indeed, 
to most Americans, it IS the Declaration of Independence. 
Being such a fundamental part of the American credo, 
it is something we cannot be neutral about. We are still 
arguing—perhaps more today than ever before in our 
history—about what it really means to say that “all men 
are created equal” and how such a belief is to be tran­ 
slated into action. It is no trouble at all to get a con­ 
troversy going as to whether there us even a Creator Much 
less one who created men with “ certain inalienable 
rights.” 
As a scientific treatise, as a statement of provable fact, 
the Declaration of Independence leaves much to be 
desired. But as a testament of the human spirit, as a guide 
and a goal—and a goad—for posterity, as a dream and a 
faith we are still dismally far from realizing yet cannot let 
go of, there is nothing to compare with it. 
No nation ever had such a birth certificate as this 
cherished piece of parchment, our Declaration of In­ 
dependence.

Wood Becomes First Black 
Pro Head Football Coach 


PHILADELPHIA

Willie Wood, the form er NFL 
great, becam e the first black 
professional head football coach 
in 50 years Tuesday but he 
didn't

celebrate. 
Wood, the new head coach of 
the W orld Football L eag u e’s 
Philadelphia Bell, had to start 
preparing his team today for 
the season opener here S atur­ 
day night against Hawaii.

getting ready for the opener,” 
Wood told a Tuesday afternoon 
news conference. “ I feel like I 
ought to be out working right 
now. 
“ I hope that somewhere down 
the road we will have a winning 
{earn and we can play up the 
fact that the Philadelphia Bell 
has a winning team and play 
down me as a black coach,” 
Wood said. 
“ But the m ere fact that I am 
black and I am here today 
m akes that impossible.” 
A sked if he ex p ected any 
p r o b l e m s , Wood said. 
“W henever you have a change 
of adm inistrations there are 
problem s. 
I 
do 
anticipate 
problem s, but of what kind and 
degree I don’t know. I don’t 
anticipate any problems from 
the team . 
“ As I said before, we have 
the finest bunch of players I 
know. I don’t anticipate any 
problem s with them .” 
The last black m an to coach 
a pro football team was Fritz 


Pollard, 
who 
coached 
the 
Hammond Pros of the National 
Football League from 1923-25. 
“ I think it is im portant to 
realize a change in sports in 
Philadelphia,” Calvin Hill, a 
black assistant coach with the 
Hawaiians, 
said 
of 
Wood’s 
appointm ent. “ In the last three 
years there has been a real 
turnabout in sports and it is in 
keeping 
with 
making 
Phila­ 
delphia a winning city that they 
have chosen Willie Wood. He is 
a real professional who happens 
to be black. But as a black 
myself, I am very proud at his 
selection.” 
Hill added, however, he hopes 
Wood delays his winning streak 
for a week 


Wood was signed as a free 
agent by Green Bay in 1960 and 
went on to play 12 years on the 
NFL club and was selected as 
an all-pro safety eight times.

style 
after 
Emlen 
Tunnel, a black defensive back 
and pro football hall of fam er 
who was buried Tuesday in a 
Philadelphia suburb. 


Wood said form er P ackers’ 
Coach Vince Lombardi interest­ 
ed him in a coaching career. 
“We had a long talk in the mid- 
1960 s,” Wood said. 


After Wood retired, he, along 
with Ron W aller, served as an 
assistant coach for the NFL 
San Diego C hargers in 1972. 
He joined W aller’s staff at

W aller resigned following what 
was rum ored to be personal 
differences 
with 
Bell 
owner 
John Bosacco and several of 
the new Bell players, assistant 
coach Joe Gardi was nam ed 
interim coordinator and led the 
team to a 30-21 victory over the 
Portland Thunder in an exhibi­ 
tion gam e last Sunday night.

The launching of the satellite 
from the Shuangchengtze m is­ 
sile complex at the edge of the 
Gobi Desert in Inner Mongolia 
coincided with a propaganda 
blast from Peking at justcomp-

Soviet-American 
space exploit. 
The successful launch Satur­ 
day 
was 
reported 
by 
both 
Peking Radio and the official 
New China News Agency today. 


Paris Cox founded a Quaker

the first accredited crossing of 
the channel. 
“ It was a little bit of both our 
ideas,” said Jon, who has been 
swimming professional mara­ 
thon races for five years. “I 
obviously was kind of interested 
in marathon swimming because 
of my dad He thinks I have a 
pretty good chance if I can get 
the good weather.” 
Ted Erikson is footing the 
$3,000 bill for the trip over, the 
rental of a boat and the help of 
the Channel Swimmers Associa­ 
tion, a group which officiates 
the crossings. 
Jon already has had two tries 
at the channel He failed at the 
age of 13 but returned the next 
year to finish with one of the

hours a day, Du gathers his

The 100-degree daytime heat 
is stifling. Even the children 
are lazy At night the barracks 
seem hotter than during the 
day.

Tobacco was the first money­ 
making crop for colonist2 in 
America. John Rolfe, who later 
married Pocahontas, began ex­ 
periments in growing tobacco 
in 1612. 
Four years later, Virginia col­ 
onists were giving so much 
attention to growing tobacco 
that they neglected food pro­ 
duction. 
This led to a regulation known 
as the "two-acre rule.” It re­ 
quired a colonist to plant two 
acres of corn for himself and 
for each man servant as a con­ 
dition for raising tobacco. 
Before Virginia grown tobac­ 
co began to be a factor in the 
British market, Spanish tobac­ 
co w as such a h igh-pri ce d 
product that it was retailed in 
England by the pipeful. 
Tobacco-growing in the Vir­ 
ginia colony was so profitable 
that some settlers came there 
to acquire wealth quickly by 
growing and selling the crop 
and returning to the mother 
country to enjoy their wealth. 


Colonists’ overproduction of 
tobacco brought on depression, 
price fixing, and inspection.

aw ay from home: 
Use an air-tight, well-insulat­ 
ed container just large enough 
to hold frozen m eat and 15 to 25 
pounds of dry ice. A half-full 
container will not keep as long 
as a full one. For exam ple, a 25 
pound piece of dry ice will keep 
te m p eratu res below freezing for 
two to three days in a 10-cubic- 
foot hom e freezer with a half­ 
load, com pared with three to 
four days in a fully-loaded one. 
Be sure the m eat is fresh, 
clean and hard frozen before 
storing it on dry ice.

available, out of direct sunlight 
and in a position perm itting air 
circulation around it. Don’t put 
it in the trunk of your car. 
Don’t wait for the dry ice to 
evaporate before buying m ore. 
Replenish your supply when no 
less than one-third rem ains. 
Before 
using 
m eat 
stored 
with dry ice, check it for signs 
of spoilage, such as a bad odor. 
Dry ice can burn the skin, so 
it alw ays should be handled 
with 
gloves 
or 
new spapers. 
B e c a u s e it g iv es off c a rb o n 
dioxide 
gas, 
its 
containers 
should be opened only in a 
ventilated area, and discarded 
in a ventilated area beyond the 
reach of children.
